2, Ths Business Division, through its Transaction Section, handles the aarke ting 
of all fish in Shenghal.e Daily between two and six or seven asm. fish sre 
brought into the market and assigned to aporoxinately a hundred jovbers, who 
take cere of selling the fish. The jobbers collect the vurcl.ase orice end 
turn it over to the fishermen, who retain the entire smount except for a four 
vercent comission, which is vrid to the fish marxet.* The Tusiness Division 
also has a Nerket Ralence Seesion, which is in charge of regulatins sumlies 
ond nreviding transport for the fish. ‘The section, when fish vrices ere lov, 
buys up fish and places them in cold storage: whon prices rise, the stored fish 
are dumped on the marlret. 


3. In the Gmeral Affaire Division, the Documents Section handles all official 
Letiers end documents. ‘he ifiscellaneous Services Section procures furniture, 
statLlonery, equipment, ani decorations, end takes care of necessary vevairs to 
the market. In the Accounting Division, the Commutation Section coruses the 
total conmission each day, the Cashier Section receives the noney and vays the 
bills, and the Accounts Section keens the maricet accounts. 


4, The market receives sunnlies from various sources: junks fron Shenchiamen
